BRANTLEY AIMS 
AT JUG TRADE 


Seeks to Make More Effective 
Prohibition Laws of Dry 
States. 


—_ 


Washington, February 16.—(Special) 
Representative Brantley has introduced 
a prohibition bill, which he believes 
will meet the great constitutional ques- 
tion involved in the regulation of the 
liquor traffic by congress in a way to 
make more effective the prohibition 
laws of the dry states. 

His bill requires railroad and express 
companies to keep a record of all liquor 
shipments, with the name and address 
of the consignee and date of delivery, 
to be furnished to police officers of a 
state when required. It seeks to make 
the place of delivery the place of sale 
and thus break up the C. O. D. ship- 
ment of liquor. Infractions of the law 
are punishable by a fine of from $100 
$1,000, or imprisonment for one year, 
or both, for each violation. 

It is believed that the publicity given 
to the receipt of liquor will prevent any 
illegal sale, for ik would be easy to 
ascertain who was receiving liquor and 
how much. If anv citizen should re- 
ceive a suspiciously large amount, the 
burden of proof would be upon him to 
show that he was not keeping a blind 
tiger. All packages containing liquor 
must be plainly marked “in the English 
language.” 

No common carrier, nor any agent of 
a carrier, is allowed eo collect “before, 
on, Or after delivery. from the con- 
signee or other person, the purchase 
price, or any part thereof, for such 
liquors” or to in any manner act as 
the agent of either party in the sale 
of the liquor.

He is a strong believer in negro disfran- 
chisement and thinks that to repeal the 
fifteenth and amend the fourteenth amend- 
ments of the United States constitution would 
effectually and permanently disfranchise every 
negro and not a single white man, and has 
introduced bills to that effect.

A few 
davs ago he offered, in the name of his 
Parents, a gold medal to the boy or girl 
in the agricultural college at States- 
boro who should make the best general 
average each year.

Mr. Meroney promptly furnished 
the following answer to the foregoing 
inquiries, througin The Constitution: 


“Mr. Jesse W. Wellborn, Newnan, Ga. 
Dear Sir: Yours of the !0th to hand 
and contents noted. I believe honestly 
every statement | made in my letter 
as to ‘Dairying in the South.’ I1 have 
been at it twenty years, and for the 
last three years I have sold butter the 
year yound at St. Petersburg, Fla., and 
could not supply all the demand at 30 
cents a pound. 

“My Jersey cows make aboutan aver- 
age of one pound per day. I milk 
morning and evening in cow stables 
the year round, and many of my cows 
never go dry. I am milking one cow 
now that has not been dry in five years 
and has brought four calves in that 
Lime, 1 sometimes have a cow that 
makes two pounds of butter per day 
for several months on the spring pes- 
ture. I am six mijes ftfom town, but 
on the railroad, so I uSe a separator, 
take all the cream from the milk as 
soon as it is milked, while it is warm 
fresh, and feed the skim milk to 
calves and pigs. You are close 
to Newnan sell all the

milk. 

“Jersey cows give about three gallons 
milk per day when well attended to. I 
never let the calves suck the mothers 
but one day and night. I teach them to 
drink from a bucket, and at two weeks 
old feed half skim milk and at one 
month old all skim milk and bran; so 
I get al) the butter. 

“{ bought a very poor farm here twen- 
ty years age. I have made it produge 
four times as much as it dig then by 
the use of my cow manure. I buy no 
feed but cotton seed meal, so that I 
get almost i@s value back in tlhe ma- 
nure. My feed ts corn silage, pea hay 
and cotton seed meal tn winter and 
pasture, with only a little in the 
summer. 

‘“‘Mvyexpenseis not heavy, for myself, 
my wife and daugiiters milk and churn. 
I began with three Jersey cows. 
raise all my heifer calves, and always 
keep a thoroughbred Jersey bull. I 
sold eight cows at one time to go to 
a big dairy in Californta. Some of my 
cows are In TIilinots, Ohio and Ken- 
tucky and east, west and middle Ten- 
nessee, and two went to Florida. So you 
see they increase. very fast. I sold 
seven milkers last vear for $50 each, 
but IT have cut my herd down now to 
young heifers, so I will have none to 
sell for two years. There is money 
in raising the cows as well as milking 
them. 

“Tf think you could pasture on Ber- 
muda grass and cowpeas in summer 
and rye, vetch and turnips in winter. 
a cheap feed. You can get 
cotton seed meal cheaper than I can, 
$26 a ton, but for winter vou need a 
cow house to milk in, and a silo to put 
up cheap corn and pea silage. rT put 
up my sflage last fall at 76 cents per 
ton. T have used my silos sixteey 
vears and think it the cheapest feed in 
the world. You can build vour siios 
yourself with 2x4 pine studding, and 
hoop with 5-8 round tron like a big 
tub. T feed 40 pounds silage each day 
to a cow and 2 pounds entton seea 
meal. A day's feed costs. silage. about 
5 cents; cotton seed meal, 2 1-2 cents, 
allow 2 1t-2 cents for hay, shucks or 
corn fodder, say, 10 cents per day tn 
winter, and pasture {n summer. about 
half as much {ff om your own Jand. 

“Milk sells here. nweet, at 25 cents 
gallon; butter milk, 10 cents. and but- 
ter 25 to 30 cents.

intimate interest of any but 
himself. They were matters for him to 
wrestle with as best he could. Of 
course, if the wheat crop was a failure 
or the boll weevil or other causes cut 
down the supply of cotton, there was 
the prospect of a famine and a finan- 
cial flurry. But the farmer, armed 
with secant opportunities, was allowed 
to fight it out alone, while both city 
and the farming community suffered. 
It is passing strange that such a con- 
dition should have existed so long &as 
it did. Happily it is now vanishing. 
The whole world has its eyes on the 
farmer. Call it self-interest or what 
you will, it is none’ tiie juss a fact. 

The thinking people of this country 
want to help the farmer’in every way 
that is possible. To this end tlfey have 
of late begun to study his problems 
and, aided by money and man of Ssci- 
ence, are on the eve of blazing a path 
of prosperity for him by comparison 
with which the old dull days will seem 
like the slough of despond. 

The problem now its to gain the farm- 
ers’ consent to be aided. The impa- 
tient person will say that this ought to 
he a matter of easy accomplishment; 
that any sensible man ought surely 
to display sufficient interest to @rasp 
the proper hand of help. He forgets 
the long, lean years when the man re- 
moved from the farm didn’t Know the 
business end of a plow from a mowing 
machine, and wasn't quite sure whether 
pumpkins grew on vines or not. The 
farmer is apt to be prejudiced, and 
rizhtly so. He has worked out his own 
salvation so long that he cannot con- 
ceive of a man who does not make his 
living as an active farmer knowing 
anything about the every-day affairs 
of a farm. He has heard that in cer- 
tain sections of the state schools are 
being established to turn out farmers 
who will be able to beat him at his own 
game. He is incredulous. He will ad- 
mit that these men know more about 
books than he does, but farming? 

Never! ; 

Rather, he thinks that if he sends 
his son to one of these schools he will 
return home with a lot of useless book 
learning which has unfitted him for the 
country. He has heard of boys who 
returned to the old homestead and com- 
pletely upset the existing order of 
things. His simple soul revolts at the 
idea. He is a worshiper of traditions. 
What was good enough for his father 
and his father is surely good enough 
for him, and should be good enough 
for his son. He does not stop to in- 
quire if the new methods of his neigh- 
bor’s son have produced better results. 
Perhaps if he were told they 
did he would not belleve it, or would 
charge it up to pure luck or a special 
dispensation of Providence! 

This state of mind is more general 
than one would think. The lot of the 
Georgia farmer, in many localities, has 
been a hard one. He is frequently ig- 
norant—appallingly so. In many places 
where the educational train has stop- 
ped dozens of men (some of them young 
men) could not write. Therefore, to 
win over the:farmer, to*gain his confi- 
dence, it will readily be seen is a task 
of no small proportions. -It takes pa- 
tience and plenty of it. If, on this ini- 
tial trip, an entering wedge is made on 
the stubbornness born of prejudice, a 
vast good will have been accomplished. 

The foregoing is not meant to apply 
generally. There are scores and scores 
of farmers in Georgia who are prosper- 
ous, who read and keep up with the 
latest methods, and eagerly experiment.

Saturday night, 
the train returned to Bruns- 
thirty towns had been visited, 
They included communities surrounded 
by the red hills of northeast Georgia, 
the rich fertile lands of middle Georgig 
and the wiregrass section of southeast 
Georgia. cach town had heard of the 
train and at each station large crowds 
were present. In many places the 
banks and stores were closed and the 
school children were allowed holiday. 
One will say that the crowds came out 
of natural curiosity. It is undeniable 
that many such there were. But cu- 
riosity is a fertile state of mind. it 
is very close 
knowledge. 

It has been an easy matter to dis- 
tinguish between the tfntelligently in- 
quisitive, the idly curious and blatant 
scoffer who stands on the fringes of 
the crowd and squirts tobaceo juice, 
while he throws metaphorical brick 
bats and rids his system of a variety 
of frayesi and frazzed jokes. The first 
is the highest type, the second is some- 
what less prosperous-looking, while 
the tnird—the man &vho of all most 
needs help—is out at elbows, run down 
at heel and apathetic of expression. 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, who is’. the 
moving spirit of the educational party, 
is an unerring reader of men. He 
knows the methods best calculated to 
win them over and doesn't waste 
words. Incisive of speech, sympathet- 
ic Of expression and, at times homely 
of illustration he soon gains a man’s 
attention and once gained he holds it. 
To illustrate: 

At Nichols, a small town of south- 
east Georgia, on the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic, a stop was made 
Friday morning. It is not a particu- 
larly prosperous tovwn. The farmers 
from the surrounding sections show 
plainly their poverty. The crowd was 
one of the smallest of the trip. but it 
comfortably filled the cars. Dr. Soule 
was telling them some things about 
cotton—things which every farmer 
ought to, but does not know: . 
On the street some ten feet 
from, and difectly opposite the car, 
a youth was trving to maintain a pre- 
carious seat on a fractious and alto- 
gether unlovely and evil-eved horse. 
In One corner of the vouth’s mouth 
was the tightly gripped butt of a cigar. 
The animal careened an@ cavorted and 
caromed against the fence. Then he 
arched his neck and shot the vouth 
a distance of fifteen feet to the ground. 
It was all in plain view of the car 
windows! The youth »xumped from the 
ground, cigar butt stil? {n his mouth, 
and began to circie around the horse— 
cautiously, like a wrestler trying for 
the better hold. Aft last he grabbed 
the bridle and remounted. Another 
contest between vouth and horse en- 
sued—a combat which was as amusing 
as it was exciting. Again the youth 
was thrown. 

“Pretty bad horse, that,’ remarked a 
newspaper man to a bystander. 

“Yes,”’ was the reply. “He's a purty 
lively critter. Bud, there, is the on- 
liest one in town can ride him, and he's 
been spilled four times this mornin’ ” 

All this in plain view of a car full 
of people listening to a lecture on cot- 
ton growing, people who knew “Bud” 
and the horse!

Washington, February 16.—German 
Ambassador Cternberg, and Baroness 
Sternberg have planned a two weeks’ 
trip south on-which they will be ac- 
companied by the ambassador's private 
secretary and several servants.

The Effect of Wind on Lakes. 


Attention has been called to the very 
remarkable effect of the wind on vari- 
;ous inland bodies of water. It is not 
i unusual for the residents in towns on 
' the shores of lakes to be greatly incon- 
venienced, provided a heavy wind bilow- 
'ing on shore continues for any length 
lof time. J the Baltic sea the level has 
been altered for upward of 8 feet. Some- 
times the water is blown out of a chan- 
nel. leaving it almost dry. In one in- 
stance a depression of 6 feet occurred 
on one side of a body of water, with a 
corresponding rise of 6 feet on the 
other. Lake Erie has been known to 
alter its level a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lake Mich- 
igan was at one time the subject of 
considerable interest from the same 
cause. The wind was heavy and con- 
tinuous and piled the water up on one 
side. while the other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks where in 
j}the memory of man no feet had ever

WITH BROOMS 
AT MAST HEADS 


Cruiser North Carolina Cele- 
brates Breaking All Speed 
Records. 


Newport News, Va., February !I16.— 
With brooms at her mast heads and 
yard-arms, announcing that all records 
had been swept aside, the new armored 
cruiser North Carolina returned to the 
ship yard today. During her third 
speed test run off the Virginia capes, 
between 7:30 and 11:30 o'clock last 
night, the ship maintained an average 
speed of 22.48 knots or forty-eight 
hundredths of a Knot in excess of the 
contract speed requirement. This was 
the best speed ever made by a vessel 
of the armored cruiser class. 

On account of the delayed arrival of 
the firemen from Hoboken, the cruiser 
did not put to sea from Old Point until 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. A 
forty-knot gale was blowing and the 
sea was running high, but when off 
the vessel started on her 
run. , 

The 22-knot requirement was exceed- 
ed the first hour and each hour there- 
after the ship ran faster. The engines 
turned up !22 revolutions per minute, 
or nearly four more revolutions than 
were necessary to drive her at the re- 
quired speed. 

The twenty-four hours’ endurance 
run was given when the cruiser went 
to thg New England coast about two 
months ago and the ship will be turned 
over to the government in the near 
future.
